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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3 and 6-20 
are allowed over the closest references cited below. 

The present invention is drawn to a process for producing a propylene-ethylene block 
copolymer in which propylene is copolymerized with ethylene in the presence of a catalyst 
system comprising (1) a mono-crosslinked metallocene represented by formula (I), (2) a di- 
crosslinked metallocene represented by formula (II) or (III), (3) a porous carrier, (4) at least one 
aluminoxane and/or a compound which can form an ionic complex by reacting with 
metallocenes above, and optionally, (5) an organic aluminum compound (see claims for full 
structural details). 

Yabunouchi et al (U.S. 5,854,165 and 6,171,994), Kashiwamura et al (U.S. 6,339,135), 
Minami et al (U.S. 6,770,355 and 6,906,155), and Kazawa (U.S. 6,316,561) disclose use of di- 
crosslinked metallocenes for polymerization of olefins. None of the references discloses a 
catalyst system of the instant claims.
